Phillips said he would meet 
Johnson in front of television 
cameras for presentation of op- 
posing sides in the race for gov- 
ernor. 

Both Republicans and Demo- 
crats took turns attacking each 
other in statewide television ad- 
dresses Monday night. 

On the heels of Phillips’ TV 
appearance, State Rep. Charles 
Jacobs Jr., chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, spoke on behalf of John- 
son. 

Jacobs referred to Phillips as 
a “turncoat Democtat” and said 
he had “no proven political ex- 
perience.”

period of years to the pharmaceu- 
tical industry. 

Dr. Charles W. Hartman, dean 
of the School of Pharmacy and Di- 
rector of the Research Institute, 
estimates that at any one time 
during the year there is about 
$100,000 worth oyster shells on 
the Mississippi Gulf Coast if they 
are used as a roadbed fill. “But 
if these same shells were process- 
ed for use by the Pharmaceutical 
industry they would be worth 
several times this figure,” he said. 

Dr. Hartman explained that 
oyster shell fill sells for about $1 
to $3 per ton. Processed to medi- 
cinal grades, it would probably 
sell for $100 to $300 a ton. 

Through the Research Institute 
of Pharmaceutical Sciences, Natu- 
ral Products Division, an eight- 
man team of faculty members and 
students is conducting a feasibility 
study to prove that oyster shells 
can be converted into a profitable 
“by-product” for oyster packers. 

The shells are almost 100 per 
cent calcium carbonate with only 
a small percentage of other trace 
elements. “There are at least 40 
uses for medicinal calcium in the 
pharmaceutical industry,” Dr. 
Hartman says. 

“Calcium is used as an antacid. 
as a supplement in the diet dur- 
ing preynancy, as a bone builder, 
and as a tablet filler to cause 
speedy disintergration, to name 
only a few,” he added. 

At present, most all calcium 
used in the pharmaceutical indus- 
try is obtained from animal bone 
and contains radigactive stron- 
tium 90. Medicinal calcium taken 
from oyster shells, protected 
from radioactive fall-out by tons 
of sea water, is almosst radio- 
active free. 

The Ole Miss researchers are 
dontinuing a preliminary study 
conducted last year by Mickey C. 
Smith, Jefferson City, Mo., in- 
structor in Pharmacy Administra- 
tion and a graduate student work- 
ing on his doctorate. Smith’s 
studies showed a potentially large
